He has a great deal to say about 
the public debt before Bullock 
becamp governor. The debts of 1861 
and 1865 were identiéal or nearly so, 
because the convention of 1865 repudi- 
ated all debts created during the war. 
In 1866 the legislature authorized the 
issue of $3,600,000 seven per cent bonds, 
secured by a mortgage on the State 
road. These bonds were issued to re- 
deem the bonds authorized by the con- 
vention of 1865, to redeem the bonds 
with interest that had matured during 
the war,to.pay the federal land tax 
levied on the state, to piy the federal 
government for rolling — stock 
needed on the war-wasted state road, 
and to provide funds for the mainten- 
ance of the state government without 
immediate taxation of a people crushed 
and impoverished by the vandalism 
that followed in the wake of the feder- 
alarmies. Of this issue of $3,600,000, 
bonds to the value of $614.000 were on 
hand unsold when Bullock came into 
power. The latter quickly disposed of 
the unsold balance. 

Mr. Norcross still harps about the 
Jones deficit, which he claims amounts 
to $880,332. In no way can it be made 
to exceed a quarter of that sum ; and if 
Mr. Norcross would take the pains to 
get the facts from the counsel for th: 
state ur from any otber well-informec 
source, he would discover that the ex- 
treasurer has vouchers, fur which he 
will receive warrants whenever 
his accounts are adjusted. When 
such warrants are issued, the comp- 
troller’s report will show in due form 
the correct balance. Mr. Norcross 1s 
either ignorant of the manner of trans- 
acting business in the offices of the 
comptroller and treasury, or else he is 
trying to use an apparent balance in 
the comptroller’s office for the purpose 
of deceiving the people. 

Mr. Norcross disputes the figures 
that we presented in “ relation 
to the bonded debt created by 
Bullock & Co. He refers to Dr. Boze- 
man’s report, quite forgetful of the 
fact that the report in question. 
does not include the liabilities 
of the state as «an endorser 
of railroad bonds. The resolution of 
the general assembly, under which that 
report was submitted, called for a state- 
ment of the regular ‘state debt only. 
Of the endursements of the state on 
railroad bonds, amounting to $7,923,000. 
Bullockism must answer for every dol 
lar except $400,000 issued by Governor 
Jenkins. A Bullock legislature made the 
small issues by Governor Smith on that 
score mere acts of conformity 
to law and vested rights. Most 
of these endorsed bunds were 
issued in an illegal manner, and have 
since been repudiated but that fact ag- 
gravates,rather than lessens.the wrong- 
fullness of the acts that the radical 
party of Georgia will be held responsi- 
ble for to the end of history. 

Mr. Norcross is conducting an extra- 
ordinary canvass. Heclaims to be a 
republican, and yet he tnes to repudi- 
ate the entire record of his party in 
Georgia. The republicans were in 
power three years. By their record in 
those years they ‘they’ must be 
judged. There is nothing else 
In the entire politics of 
Georgia by whichtheycan be judged. 
The radical leadvrs of those wasteful 
years a:e, toagreat extent, the leaders 
of radicals in Georiga to-day. The 
E hopian can not change his skin, nor 
the leopard his spots. Radicalism in 
1870 is radicalism in 1876; the circum- 
stances are similar, and Mr. Norcross 
will not be allowed to repudiate the 
former while advocating the latter. 
He must stand by the record of his 
party in Georgia. 

What is that record in brief, as com- 
pared with the subsequent years of 
democratic rule? Three years of re- 
publican rule produced $13,067,000 of 
bonded debt ; five years of subsequent 
democratic rule produced $2,323,000. 
[Three years of republican legis'ative 
expenses amounted to $972,946; six 
subsequent years of democratic legis- 
lative expenses foot up $699,424. Let 
Mr. Norcross turn these sums total 
over in his mind and cease to 
talk about extravagance and waste 
while he -__ invites us tu 
substitute republican for democratic 
rule in Georgia. We have tried the
